A New Protection for Trees from 
Y\orm.s.— Mr. S. W. Jewett, of Kern co., 
Ual., writes thus to the Country Gentle- 
man : 

One Smitli, of Templare, Tolano coun- 
ty, had ln;en very much atinoye J, and his 
trees injured by worms; said he wo-ald 
veiy willingly give fifty to know of a reme- 
dy that would keep them down. We now 
advised him to try one remedy, viz; To 
bind a bundle of the boughs or twigs ol 
the rid cedar around the body of each 
tree, with the butts uppermos. We have 
since heard that the experiment was en- 
tirely successful; though armies of worms 
made a charge upon them, he had a full 
supply of peaches and other fruit.

worms and insects ot any kind are very 
rarely seen upon any of the varieties of 
the cedar family. We think that red 
wood and white cedar thus packed around 
the body of the trees would be very a Ivan- 
tag*'Oii8 in protecting any kind from the 
miller or worms, to be applieJ near the 
ground every spring.

Tilt Clerk of the House aniiouncoil the 
a>:rti*nit-iit of the II 01180 to the report of 
the t’yiiference Committee on the bill to 
rojjulate the tenure of aseessors. It noes 
to the President. 

Mr. Sumner offered a resolution calling 
upon the President to inform tlie Senate 
if there ha.s been anj’ correspomlence be- 
tween tlic Department of State and our 
Minister resident at Portugal with refer- 
ence to his compensation; also to inform 
the Senate if said Minister ha.s received 
any compensation for his services since 
the act of last summer denying him such 
compensation, and, if so, the amount. 
Agreed to. 

The bill amendatory to the act to pro- 
vide for the safety of the lives of pa.s»en- 
ger.s on board of steam vessels, to regu- 
late the salaries of steamboat inspectors, 
and for other purposes, was passed. 

The clerk of tbe House announced the 
action of the House on the bill to provide 
a more eflicient government for the insur- 
rectionary States. 

The bill to restdre Lieutenant-Com- 
mander S. L. Hreze, of the navy, to the 
active list passed. 

Mr. Williams moved that the Sen.qte in- 
sist on the ameadnieuts to the reconstruc- 
tion bill, and agreed to the conference 
calletl for by the House. Quite a lengthy 
debate ensued. 

Mr. Conness thought this too important 
a bill to entrust it to the Confer<-nce Com- 
mittee. The difference between the two 
Houses was a fundamental one. He 
should object to any compromise. 

Mr. Williams favored the Conference 
Committee. If the report was not satis- 
factory it could be votw down. 

Mr. Sumner advocated the committee 
as tbe onlv way of accomplishing the de- 
sired result. 

♦ Mr. Pomeroy did not think it possible 
to (lassan acceptable bill at (his stage of 
the session, with or without a Conference 
Committee. 

Mr. Sherman would, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, vote for a Committee of Con- 
ference, but it was known that the opposi- 
tion to the Senate amendment in this ca.se 
was not to be reconciled without surren- 
dering the principles upon which the bill 
was framed. The opposition to the bill 
came from two extreme views in the 
House — one asserting that the rebel States 
were now entitled to representation, and 
the other believing the term.s of the bill 
too liberal. He did not see how a Confer- 
ence Committee could settle thi.s differ- 
ence, and thought it best for the Senate to 
insist still further in its amendments, and 
give the House another opportunity to 
agree with the Senate. 

Mr. Hendrick.- wished to say he did not 
desire the President to take .idvaiitage of 
the ten days allowed to defeat this Will. 
He did not think there was any reason to 
believe the President would decline to act 
if he had time allowed him to do ao. He 
desired this question to go to the country 
to be fairly and squarely met. He should 
not agree to a committee of conference. 
The resolutions of the coininittee on the 
part of the House did not justify him in 
the hope that anything like the Senate 
proposition would be the result of a cou- 
ference. 

Mr. Pomeroy repeated his belief that 
the bill could not become a law this ses- 
sion, either through the Coufereute Com- 
mittee or other means. 

Mr. Lane could not agree to the Con- 
ference Conmiittee because the point at 
issue between tbe two Houses was ele- 
mental and fundamental. He would not 
agree to Mr. Blaine’s amendment. 

Mr. Fessenden said the bill (bailed in the 
House, as he understood, because Mr. 
Blaine’s amendment, as redrawn, w.qs 
thought not to atlbrd suflicient protection 
to lot’al men. 

Mr. Howard sail that as Mr. Fe.ssenden 
had not stated his objection to Mr. Blaine’s 
amendment while the bill was under di.s- 
cussion in the Senate, he (Howard) was 
unwilling to trust this important subject 
to the Committee on Conference. Such 
measure ought to be settled by the two 
houses in open session. 

Mr. I’essenden said that in withdrawing 
his (tbjections to Mr. Blaine's amendment 
he did so with the strict understamling 
that there would be no debate on the IJe- 
publican side. 

Mr Howard said it was not true that he 
was opposed to Mr. Blaine’s amendment 
as it was incorporated in Mr. Sherman's 
bill, lie voted for if, while Mr. Fessenden 
was cmietly asleep in his lodgings paired 
ofl. thus avoiding it. 

Mr.'Fessenden exiilained that he was 
absent when the vote was taken. He had 
1 aired ott, and being sick had retired from 
the (Laui1>er by the advice of friends. The 
gentlemen from Michigan must not lecture 
him (Mr. Fessenden) for being out of the 
way and glorify himself for staying here. 

Mr. Howard replied that he, not being 
aware of the Senator s sickness, remained 
in his seat because he was well, and voted 
fur the measure. This was the extent of 
his ofleiise. 

Mr. ado believed this too grave a m;it- 
tcr lo leave at tliis stage of the ses.sion to 
the Committee of Conference. He did 
not like some things said by Mr. Fessen- 
den that he was present while the debate 
v.ent on; that there were failures in it 
olijecfionalile to him, yet he would not ex- 
press his opposition to if. He (Fc.ssen- 
diii) ought to have stated his objection 
and jiresented if. Bemember, he did not 
like this way of doing business in the .Sen- 
ate. He did not like to see men fail to 
make their opposition to a bill. 

Mr. Fe.ssenden replied to Mr. IVade. 

Mr. Brown opposed the Conference 
romnuftee. The subject was of too grave 
importance to consent to that. 

Mr. Williams .said he had waited month 
after month for more experienced legisla- 
t'jrs to bring forward something on recon- 
struction. but. being disappointed, he had 
introduced a bill. His design was first to 
afford military protection, and provide for 
reconstruction afterward. He withdrew 
his motion to appoint a Conference Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Sherman moved the Senate insist 
upon its amendment. 

Mr. Trumbull did not regard the bill as 
it tame from the House, called the mil- 
itary bin, oi the slightest importance. 
He thought that something else besides 
this ought to be incorporated in the new 
bill. He therefore fuvoied the Blaine 
amendment. He thought it contained 
everything required as guarantees. He 
was opposed to a Conference Committee, 
lie also alluded to the Freedmen’s Bu- 
reau. 'I hough it was true that Howard 
was ot its head, the President set aside 
his orders frequently, when he or his siib- 
ordinotes had aftemnted to punish crime 
in the South. The President has recent- 
Iv pardoned the murderer of a negro in 
Virginia, and has pardoned other crimi- 
nals on the recommendation of rebel 
Governors 

Mr. Sumner agreed with what Mr. Trum- 
bull said about the Executive. The great 
difficulties of the present moment arose 
fiom the bad man in the Executive cliair. 

Mr. Sherman said that the bill contain- 
ed all that Mr. Sumner and his friends had 
ever claimed. It enfranchised the blacks 
and gave the ballot lo every black man in 
Ihe .South, but it was objected that it did 



liot disfr.qnchi.se the whites. Tbe people 
ol Ohio did not demand such disfranchise- 
tneiil. This Congress would never agree 
to it. This bill disfranchises the leading 
rebels of the South under the Constiui- 
tionul unicndmciit, and was not that 
enough? 

Mr. Wilson appealed to the Senate to 
take a vote and decide tlu* fate of tbe bill. 
He hoped it would. 

Alter further debate the Senate iiisistetl 
on its ameudment and took a reee.ss. 

Evkxixd Sk.-.sidx. — T he Chairman sub- 
mitted the respon.se of the President to 
the resolution of iiupurj- whether any vio- 
lations of the civil rights bill are known, 
and if so. what had been done to bring 
the offenders to justice; also a comimiiii- 
catioii Irom the President on the renewal 
of the recijirofity treat}-. Both were or- 
dcrttl to be primed. 

A bill to abolish and forever prohibit 
peonage In New Me.xico was passed. i

oflieers shall have by brevet the highest 
rank they held as volunteers. j 

A bill ptissed giving $;{(I0 to drafted 
men who found substitute.s and werea-gaiii 
drafted and went .into the service.

Adjourned.

Sim;i I arCatastroi'he — Ca.se ok Spoyta- 
Mor.'-i CouRKsTiON'. — We are indebted to 
I»r. M L. Whiteside, dentist, of this city, 
for the particulars of a most singular and ■ 
apphlling catastrophe that occurred yes- 
teiday niorniiiK iu the town of Columbus, 
al>out forty miles south of this city, on the 
Madison railroad. Aliout eight o’clock 
the attention of some citizens on the street 
was attracted to the liquor shop of a Ger- 
man by the name of Andrew Nolte, by a 
slight smoke issuing from it. lie had 
long been known to be a very intemperate 
man, and recentl.v, it was suppo.sed in 
consequence of his wife leaving him and 
appitiiig for a divorce ou account of his 
confirmed drunkenness, more constantly 
and beastly drunk than usual. On enter- 
ing, they found him lying dead behind his 
counter, upon a board which was used to 
keep his feet off the wet floor, with his 
Lead near a whisky barrel. His clothes 
were still burning. His lips had ^en 
entirel 3 ' burned awaj', leeviug a ghastly 
hole, in which his tongue was seen burned 
to crisp, as was the inside of his mouth 
and his throat. His nose also was burned 
as if b.v fire coming out of the nostrils. 
The remainder of the body was scorclied 
where the burning clothes had touched, 
but showed no other indication of fire. 

1 he hands were drawn up to the mouth, 
as if to close it, or shut off some dreaded 
thing from it There was no fire in the 
room that Dr. Whiteside could sec, and 
certainlj' none near the horrible corpse. 
A revolver was found beside it. but all the 
charges weie in it, and uo marks of inju- 
ries. exci pt trom the lire, were di.scovered 
so that the death could not have been 
caused bj' soicide. Hut if it had been, the 
lips burned entirely oft', and the crisped 
tongue, throat, and nose, would have been 
Mill more inexplicable, as the (ire was 
manifestly of verj' recent occurrence — the 
clothes still burning— and it could not 
have been applied alter death b.v some 
other jx-rson, without detection, or .-ome 
mark or other that would indicate where 
the fire came from, and how it was used. 
Hut, if it could have been thus applied, it 
is impossible to believe that it wa.s, for 
there could lie no motive to burn a dead 
man, especially al»out the mouth and nose. 
I'he same fact of the singular character 
and locality of tlie huruinn, tuvidving onlj- 
the Bit passages, precludes all idea of a 
death by violence. Xo murderer or rob- 
ber would try to kill a man by setting him 
ou fire, or if he should, he would not, and 
could not, put fire to his mouth and nose 
ocly. No hypothesis of murder seems to 
1>e tenable, and that of suicide is even 
more absurd. We must therefore con- 
clude that the death was caused b^' sport- 
taneovs combustion, or by the burning of 
inffammable gases, generated in tbe 
whisky-rotted carcass, and escaping liy 
the lungs and air pas.sages. This might 
have b^n caused bj’ an attempt to light a 
cigar with a match or other flame. Tliere 
are several authenticated cases of sponta- 
neous combustion on record, as our physi- 
cians know — Dickens has cited a few in 
justification of the incident which forms 
so frightful a scene of his “Hleak House” 
— but we question if a more clearly 
marked case than this at Columbus has 
ever occurred. We may note that he had 
on a soldier's blouse, a flannel under-shirt 
and a cotton over shirt, and that his hair 
was cot burned. '
